IS TENDERED. NOMINATION FOR 
THE VERMILION CONSTITUENCY 


Makes No Detailed Announcement 
of Policy. This is Matter 
For Consideration By 
The House 


Archie Campbell, Who Resigned to Open 
Seat for Premier, is Enthusiastically 
Applauded—J. 8B. Holden, Member 
for Vogreville, Announces He Will 


Support Premier if Mr. Sifton Re- 
spects Principlés for which He 
Stood in Last Session of Legislature. 


Vermilion, Alta, June 8—(Delayed 
in transmission)—-The Liberals of this 
constituency tonight unanimously se- 
lected Premier Sifton as their candi- 
date for the by-election to fill the 
vacancy coused by the resignation of 
Mr. A. Campbell, former member for } 
the riding. It is pretty generally ad- 
mitted that in doing so they selected 
the coming member beyond peradven- 
ture, as there is little or no likelihood 
of a contest. A Conservative conven- 
tion has been called for Manville on 
Monday evening, but leading Conser- 
vatives do not look with favor on the 
idea of putting up a man and it is 
probable that none will be selected. 

Representative Convention.: 

Tonight's convention, though called 
on short notice, was fairly representa- | 
tive of the district territorially, and | 
undoubtedly correctly represented the 
prevailing sentiment among the Lib- 
erals of the riding. Altogether eighty- 
nine delegates were in attendance per- 
sonally or by proxy. Mr. J. J. Gulley, 
of Innisfree, retiring president of the 
district Liberal association, presided. 
Though the probability of an acclama- 
tion precluded the possibility of much 
enthusiasm being shown, the gather- 
ing was spirited, the proceedings har- 
monious, and the applause which 
greeted the appearance of the Premier 
and followed the close of his address 
amply demonstrated that the conven- 
tion meant to elect the man it had 
chosen, peaceably, if possible, other- 
wise by zealous and united work. 

District Officers Elected, 

A short executive meeting was held 
before the convention opened, when 
officers of the District Liberal associa- 
tion were chosen for the ensuing year. 
The convention being open, many be- 
side the delegates attended, all indeed 
who could find room in the assembly 
room of the town hall and the ad- 
jacent corridors. 

Unanimous Nomination. 

Only one name was placed in nom- 
ination, that ef Premier Sifton. It 
was proposed by Dr. Ryan and sec- 
onded by Mr: A, Campbell, the late 
member. The audience received the 
name with applause, which burst into 
quite an ovation wren the Premier 
entered the room and ascended the 
platform. He briefly thanked the con- 
vention for the honor done him and 
deferred further remarks until the 
late member who was next on the 
program had concluded his address. 


The Late Member. 
Mr. Campbell was given a hearty 
round of applause, He said that 


though a member of the House for 
only a short time he had done what 
he could for the constituency. When 


he learned there was a chance of get- , 


ting the Premier of the Province as 
its representative he decided that it 
would be well to open the way for 
him. He accordingly without consult- 
ing even his supporters journeyed to 
Edmonton and interviewed Mr, Sifton. 
Being assured that the Premier would 
accept nomination for the constitu- 
ency he had promptly resigned. He 
hoped the choice of the convention 
would long remain the representative 
of the district and the head of the 
government of the Province. The 
hearty applause whieh followed show- 
ed that his fellow Liberals thoroughly 
appreciated the generous manner in 
which “Archie” had set personal am- 
bitions aside when the chance came 
to secure distinetion for the riding. 
The Premiers Address. 

The Premier said he deeply appre- 
ciated the honor done him by Mr 
Campbell and by the delegates to the 
convention. When the former mem- 
ber had offered to vacate the seat for 
him he had felt that it was the kind 
of a constituency he would like to 
represent. Agriculture and coal min- 
ing were the two largtr interests in 
the Province. As a member of the 
old Territorial Assembly he had re- 
presented a coal mining’ constituency. 
He was glad of the honer to repre- 
sent an agricultural con®ituency in 
the Legislature of the Province He 
regarded it one of the highest honers 
possible to be placed in control for a 
time of the destinies of the Province 
The new government would undoubt- 
edly have diffteulties to face, igirticu- 
larly the first few years of its life, 
but difficulties were what they were 
there to face,

Important Evidence Given. ty Pro- 
viocial Analyst in King. 
Murder Trial

Sergeant Nicholson resumed hig evi- 
dence in the King murder tnial | this 
morning. He etated that he had 
been down at the Clover Sar bridge 
on December 13, 1907, but did uot 
know if all the stables were there at 
that time. 

Crossexamined by H. H. Rebert- 
son, the prisonerr’s counsel, witness 
could not swear that he saw the stable 
where the body was found. Witness 
made another trip to Clover Bar in 
September, 1908. At that time there » 
was nothing left of the stables but 
weeds.and ashes, Sergeant Nichol- 
éon, when shown the bones in court, 
»inted out slight alterations and fix- 
ings which had been made subsequent 
to the finding of the bones. He stat- 
ed under cross-examination that he 
left. the bones in the hospital on 22nd 
September, 1908, whese they remained 
until the 20th April, 1910. 

Lived Close to Spot. )

“Do you mean by ‘when blood was 
in the body’ that the skull was frac- 
tured when the man’ was’ alive? 
Crown Prosecutor Cogswell asked,” 

“That is the Inference which I 
would draw," replied the witness.

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cussion Approve of Project 
of Alberta Synod 

Halifax, June &—The Province of 
Alberta, in which the churches and 
missions of the Presbyterian body 
have increased so rapidly during the 
pastiive years, is to have a theologi- 
cal college of its own and will in fut- 
ure educate its own ministers. This 
was the decision at which the ger 
eral Assembly arrived at its afternoon 
session after a spirited mission. 

The assembiy appointed the firet 
board of management and the first 
senate of the new institution, The 
building will be erected in connection 
with the provincial university i 
Strathcona, 

The list of the members of the gov- 
erning body includes those of the most 
prominent ministers in the province 
and about thirty well known laymen. 
Among the latter are Hon. Frank 
Oliver and Hon. C. W. Cross, Mr. Jus- 
tice Stewart of Calgary, Jas. Short, 
barrister, of Calgary, John A. Me- 
Dougall, M.P\P., Edmonton and J. M. 
Douglas, M.P., Strathcona, 

Dr. McQueen Chairman. 

Dr. b. G. 
named as chairman of the board of 
management and he ts directed to call 
the board and senate together in joint 
meeting and elect a principal. It is 
planned that the work of instruction 
should begin in the present year. Tem- 
porary class rooms will be provided in 
the university. 

The proposal did not go through 
without debate. Among those op- 
posing the project were Rey. A. Me- 
Gregor, of the synod of Saskatchewan, 
Rev. W. Reattie, of Cobourg and Rev. 
Dr. Pringle, of Sydney. All of these 
speakers referred to the fact that the 
church had aireid six’theological col- 
leges and the number of students in 
attendance was lamentably small. 

Big Edmonton Donations. 

Dr. McQueen ‘stated that Alberta 
would take care of+the college and 
that it would never be a burden on 
the church at large. Three men in 
his congregation were prepared to 
give $10,000 apiece to the erection of 
a building. Among the speakers in 


support of the project were Lt. Gov, 
Fraser, Rev. W. Db. Reid, Rev. Dr. 
Bryce, Principal McKay\of Vancouver, 


and Rev. Dr. Scott of Montreal. 

It Was also arranged by the assemb- 
ly that a boarding home should be 
built at Vegreville, Alberta. This is 
a project of Dr, Arthur, who has been 
conducting a hospital for the Ruthen- 
ian settlers at that point. The plan 
is to build ‘an inexpensive structure 
and accommodate at the start about 
ten boys, The latter will be educated 
in the public schools and will later be 
the teachers, physicians, etc., among 
their own people. 

Dr. Arthur expects to collect the 
money for the home personally, and 
will alse arrange to finance the un- 
dertaking. The assembly simply com- 
mended the enterprise to the man- 
agership of the denomination. Dur- 
ing the afternodn a telegram was re- 
ceived from the représentatives of the 
Orangemen asking the assembly = to 
take action and. protest against any 
change in the oath taken by the King.

Bigger Salaries. 

Many home mission matters were 
disposed of. The question of the sai- 
aries to be paid ordained missionaries 
was again introduced and it was moy- 
ed by J. K. MacDonald, of Toronto, 
that the minimum salary should be 
$1,000 a year. Mr. Macdonald has an 
accurate knowledge of the financial 
conditions of the church and he de- 
clares that this salary can and ought 
to be paid. His motion was supported 
by John Londer. 

Twelve ministers were received from 
other communities into the ministry 
of the Presbyterian church. Among 
these were Rev. 8. P. Rondeau, of Re- 
gina presbytery; Rev, E. E. Hence, 
of Calgary presbytery; Rev. RK. 
M. Rollo, of Brandon presbytery; the 
application of Rev. George Jack of 
Battleford, is still/ under considera- 
tion. 

New Presbyteries in Saskatchewan, 

The matter of the creation of two 
new presbyteries in Saskatchewan, the 
prestyteries of Swift Current and 
Weyburn, were set back to the synod 
of Saskatchewan. The developments 
in Saskatchewan are so rapid that the 
assembly could not decide on the exact 
limits of the new bodies.

James Bens, of Arcola pres- 
bytery, minister evangelists,were given 
the status of minister and Rev. W..T.

These hopes, however, are not strong- 
ly held. The Liberal demands are clear 
cut. Undoubtedly a majority of the 
party, with the Irishmen and Laborites, 
will firmly demand that both the veto 
and finance and that on legislation must 
go.
